Loving Kind of a Community

Society's most basic and 


Important unit — the family 
— seemi to be a target of 
Students for a Democratic 
Society. 


Earlier articles in this Mr- 


les have shown examples of 
SDS literature and have quot- 
ed SDS official* to snow plans 
for disrupting and bringing 
about basic changes in the 
form of U.S. government and 
in the structure and admini*. 
tration of American higher 
and secondary education. 


Undoubtedly, these revolu- 


tionary 
changes could be 


brought about much easier if 
the core of all American 
institutions — the family unit 
— was destroyed. 


Dee Jacobsen, a national 


SDS official, calls the institu- 
tion which would replace the 
family system "a loving kind 
of a community." 


'Lived With a Girl' 


Jacobsen got into the dis- 


cussion of this "community" 
after we asked him if he had 
ever been married or if he 
ever had children. 


"I wasn't married," he an- 


swered, "but I lived with a 
girl for three years. I'm not 
living with a girl now, how- 
ever. We haven't got time for 
marriage." 


Jacobsen was asked about 


the need for "close relation- 
ships" among humans. 


In a sarcastic tone, he 


answered, "We don't have 
legitimate marriages as soci- 
ety sets it, but we do live with 
a person and en]oy it. The 
strain of our activities are a 
strain on any personal rela- 
tionship. Some people have 
been successful in retaining 
close relationships, but they're 
exceptions to the rule. 


"That's why," Jacobsen 


continued, "SDS members are 
trying to create better institu- 
tions than the existing ones. 
We want to start a loving kind 
of a community But it has 
been difficult to establish that 
type of community because 
we in SDS are products of the 
depraved America we're try- 
ing to change So, in many 
ways, we're like society be- 
cause we've been raised with 
the habits of society." 


The SDS official was asked 


to go into greater detail about 
the "loving community." 


'Open Door' 


"First," Jacobsen said, "the 


establishment of an 'open 
door' is a logical precursor of 
the establishment of a loving 
community. This communitv 
is but one area in which SDS 
is active in trying to bring 
about reform. 


"It would be a completely 


open society with no formal 
kinds of marriage bonds. The 
children of the 
community 


would be cared for by the 
community and belong-to the 
community, instead of to in- 
dividual parents. 


"Too many parents consider 


their children as personal 
property. They attempt to live 
vicariously through their chil- 
dren. They want children to 
have what they didn't have, 
whether they want it or need 
it. 


"They have to live in a 


suburban 
community," 
h e 


went on, "have a college 


People hare been iastflled 
with the attitude that these 
goals are rood. If parents 
allowed their children free- 
dorn of choice, 
Jacobsen 


stated, "they wouldn't be able 
to realise their goals." 


"But," the reporter said, 


"surely you realiw and admit 
there is a natural and instinc- 
tive parent-child bond. No 
parent, even an SDS parent, 
could give up his child, could 
be?" 
Jaeobsen answered: 


"You're speaking of the 
purely psychological and in- 
stinctive physical bond. The 
concept of the instinctive bond 
has been exaggerated and 
distorted. There is a need for 
succorance, warmth, care and 
fondling, but there is a belief 
that these kinds of needs can 
be fulfilled by any sensitive 
adult in a community. It 
doesn't have to be the generic 
mother or father of the child. 


"Children, results show, can 


be raised successfully in a 
communal manner. Many of 
these so-called feelings," he 
stated, "are artifacts of the 
society." 


Is Love Allowed? 


This led to the question of 


whether parents would be 
allowed to maintain any con- 
tact with their generic chil- 
dren. Specifically, Jacobsen 
was asked: "Wouldn't you 
allow parents to love their 
children?" 


He answered: "I would not 


rob people of that satisfaction, 
if they want it, but to say that 
these children are your pro- 
perty is a mistake. It pro- 


duces many psycholofical dif- 
ficulties." 


How would SDS extend this 


society?, we asked. 


"The same problems occur 


hi the educational system," 
Jacobsen answered, "where 
the administration substitutes 
itself for the parent image. 
The concept of 'in loco par- 
entis' is that the administra- 
tion is the parent away from 
home. This is all paternalistic 
which, in the final analysis, 
robs children of the right to 
be free and to make their owa 
experiences. 


"It's an educational sys- 


tem," 
he 
stated, "which 


emasculates t h e individual 
because it doesn't allow him 
to establish his own sense of 
self, so he can't get out on his 
own with the realization of a 
feedback from that aid. 


Concept of Self 


"We're almost, in our soci- 


ety, totally reliant on other 
people to give us our concept 
of self. Other people say, 'You 
will do this,' so our concept of 
self derives from this. 


"If a person wants self- 


confidence to act as a totally 
responsible agent in society," 
Jacobsen said, "he must de- 
cide himself how he is to act. 
He can't live in conformity." 


We pointed out that SDS 


members are conformists 
themselves in a 
different 


sense. 


"You're correct," Jacobsen 


admitted, "in a sense. We, in 
SDS, don't claim to be free. 


"But," he explained, "we 


are struggling to create a 
society where such people can

The aptitude of David Carley, the 


Democratic national committeeman of Wis- 
consin, and hii expert understanding of 
matters political, have been noted in these 
and other editorial columns of Wisconsin 
since his rise in state party affairs.

At present, each of the 
five wards has two aldermen, salary $900 
per year. With a full-time mayor, much of 
the work load will be taken from the 
shoulders of aldermen. Thought should be 
given to having a single alderman from 
each ward. The $4,500 savings in salary 
could help pay the increased salary of the 
mayor. 


Perhaps aldermen should be elected on 


a city-wide rather than ward basis. This 
would eliminate the need for an alderman 
to concentrate on improvements in his 
ward to insure re-election. It would make

If ordinary Americans think the prices 


they pay for just about everything are 
always going up, they are probably right. 

The 
United States Government — and therefore 
the taxpayer — gets the same treatment.

If 
there has been one concerning the F-lll, 
we doubt that we will ever hear it 
mentioned from the Department of De- 
fense.

ment. Yet perhaps too many 
assumptions have been made 
on the basis of that tradition. 
Surely Judge Currie and his 
aides will be poring over the 
election returns, with all of 
their contradictions, to ponder 
what they did wrong, or inade- 
quately, or too late. 


Certainly also the judge's 


associates on the court, con- 
templating the expiration of 
their own terms in following 
years, will have some melan- 
choly reflections about the 
hazards ahead. 


CHANGE OF SYSTEM? 


Many leading and responsi- 


ble lawyers have had deep 
doubts about the value of the 
elective system of judicial 
selection and there have been 
sporadic efforts to modify or 
eliminate it. The Currie expe- 
rience, disturbing as it is to 
the bench-bar establishment, 
may regenerate such a plan, 
although it will be a difficult 
task. If the elective system is 
retained, the Hansen prece- 
dent will probably assure simi- 


tar future challenges of sit- 
ting judges. 
,_ 


There will be a tendency to 


regard the Currie defeat as a 
nuke. Yet that would be 
inaccurate. The judge and his 
campaign assistants knew that 
the fight would be a close one. 
They had their warnings clear- 
ly enough in the primary 
election vote pattern. 


There is little encourage- 


ment in the rest of the elction 
decisions, moreover, to believa 
that the judicial voting waa 
casual and the result acciden- 
tal.The voting on a reasonably 
numerous and complex series 
of proposals for constitutional 
revision showed an extraordi- 
nary response. Perhaps no- 
body with any claim to under- 
standing Wisconsin electoral 
behavior believed that all ol 
the eight propositions would be 
endorsed. Yet they were, in a 
magnificent example of elec- 
toral attentiveness, Wisconsin 
history and all other things 
considered. 


VOTERS WERE CA*REFUL 


Voters were careful in other 


decisions. In the capital city of 
Madison, where the Democrats 
have become so accustomed to 
ruling and the Republicans so 
used to losing, a young Repub- 
lican candidate came within a 
few dozen votes of upsetting 
the city hall Democratic estab- 
lishment, to the astonishment 
of virtually everybody includ- 
ing the principals. 


The observer familiar with 


life at the capitol may wonder 
whether the atmosphere will 
appear chilly in the quiet 
chambers of the State Su- 
preme Court when Judge Han- 
sen comes to claim his seat, 
take his oath, and don his 
black silk robe next January. 
The judges are men of dignity, 
gentlemen all, but the court 
tends to be a clubby and 
fraternal institution, for all of 
that. Its members stand to- 
gether. The winner of the 
seat, according to some press 
commentaries, used campaign 
tactics that appeared unfair, 
especially in the last stages of 
his campaign when replies and 
refutation are difficult. 


If there has now been estab- 


lished a principle of judicial 
office-seeking that embraces 
attacks upon the judicial deci- 
sions of a magistral, tha 
character of judicial elections 
will be changed seriously. To 
some sensitive minds it may 
suggest the conclusion that the 
candidate on the attack can 
take a further step and prom- 
ise particular votes on cases 
yet unheard.

They imagine that the 
original sin had something to 
do with sex, since in our 
society the word "sin" is 
usually (and wrongly) equated 
with sex. 


But what the myth points 


out, with psychological accu- 
racy, was that the very mo- 
ment man was created, he 
willfully did what he was told 
not to do. He was allowed to 
do anything in the garden he 
wanted to do — except eat the 
fruit from a certain tree. And 
that was the one thing he 
could not resist doing. 


The phrase "forbidden fruit" 


has become a stereotype of 
language; but we fail to hook 
it up with the thing called 
"original sin," which it actual- 
ly is. The original sin of Adam 
and Eve was dsobedience to 
the best interest of their 
created human nature. It had 
nothing to do with desire, or 
the flesh. It had everything to 
do with will, or the mind. 


What makes me crave for a 


drink on the very day I can't 
have one, and indifferent to it 
on the other days when I can? 
If we ever can answer this 
question rationally, we will 
have solved the riddle of good 
and evil, and there will be no 
need for Election Days.

Seek Help 


When these signs appear, It's 


urgent that expert help be ob- 
tained at once.

Since 
alcoholism is an illness, the doc- 
tor is one major source of help. 
Effective, too, is 
Alcoholics 


Anonymous, which has had an 
encouraging record of success in 
working with alcoholics; fam- 
ily service agencies; and com- 
munity mental health organiza- 
tions. 


While alcoholism is treatable 


it is not curable. The only suc- 
cessful treatment known so far 
is total abstinance. "Alcohol is 
a chemical, a drug," the AMA 
points out, "and as with any 
addiction, abstinence is the only 
possible successful solution." 


Alcoholics should be helped to 


understand that many illnesses, 
not just theirs, "necessitate a 
limitation on some of the de- 
sirable aspects of living " Car- 
diacs must avoid some sports, 
diabetics must control their 
diets. Alcoholics may not drink 
alcohol.

substance" which can exploit it 
"vulgarly and without moral 
sensitivity." We must therefore 
remember the theatre artist

from the tragic can come joy 
and understanding." 


F. Theodore Cloak, professor 


and chairman of the department 
of Theatre and Drama at Law- 
rence University, gave this view 
of the modern theatre in a 
convocation 
address to 1,100 


students, faculty and towns- 
people Thursday at Memorial 
Chapel. 


Cloak, a veteran of 45 years 


in the theatre, expressed his 
"everlasting 'concern for the 
theatre; and a disturbance about 
the violence which is an obvious 
ingredient in the drama today." 


Speaking on the theme, "How' 


Violent Can You Get?" he 
emphasized that the important1 
approach to contemporary the-j 
atre is to understand "the' 
sources" of violence, and toi 
learn how to control

theatre and drama is no new) 
phenomenon. 


But, he said, "I'm concerned, 


I'm disturbed" over the dangers 
inherent ir the new writing and 
production techniques because 
of their frequent failure "to 
make a statement about any- 
thing significant." 


He said that he became aware i 


of a change taking place in 
drama about 12 years ago. This 
"new impulse," he said, came 


to be called "drama of the 
absurd." 


But already - "for the last 


two or three years" - another 
impulse has been felt, he said. 
It is an impulse which reflects 
"the violence of our- time/' and 
an influence which is all around 
us, he added. 


Cloak asked, "Just how high a 


price can we pay for theatrical 
freedom?" If all this violence is 
to be a part of the contempo- 
rary theatre, he said, then we 
must deal with it responsibly by

Apollo Study Discloses 'Unbelievable Flaws

— America's man-to-the-moon 
program faced further delay 
today to allow time to overcome 
workmanship and management 
deficiencies revealed in a blue- 
ribbon board's final report on 
the spacecraft fire that killed 
three U.S. astronauts.
